If you take a trip out of 
town, it is likely the passen- 
ger/DJ will end up switching 
from station to station as you 
drive, trying in vain to satis- 
fy the musical tastes of all. 
But can any one-format 
radio station do that? Doubt- 
ful. 

Wait! Look, up in the 
sky, is that a bird, is ita 
plane? No! It’s a college 
radio tower! Many of you 
have probably noticed that as 
you near most colleges the 
eclectic sound of college 
radio comes in loud and 
clear. (For a minute anyway) 

Most four-year colleges 
offer, as a part of their com- 
munications and/or mass 
communications depart- 
ments, a major in broadcast 
journalism. Well, the future 
broadcast journalists need a 
place to get some hands-on 
experience, so a small on- 
campus radio station usually 
comes along with the major. 
(NOTE-students majoring in 
television/film or radio pro- 
duction also gain invaluable 
experience working at these 
stations.) 

The stations are almost 
always student controlled 
and use an all student staff; 
everything from manager to 
disc jockey. Every decision 


from employee schedules to 
news stories, to the type of 
music played (a.k.a. format) 
is decided by the students. 

The format of the station 
changes from hour to hour as 
the DJ on duty can pretty 
much play what they want 
to, allowing for an unusually 
eclectic blend of music. It 
wouldn’t be out of the norm 
to hear rap music for two 
hours, then when the shifts 
change, Beethoven. 

Many people are proba- 
bly wondering, “We have a 
radio station. Don’t we?” 

No, not really. We do 
have a tower and a station 
located on campus, but they 
do not really belong to 
LSUS. 

In 1984 a group of pri- 
vate citizens wished to bring 
NPR (National Public 
Radio) to northwest 
Louisiana and the surround- 
ing areas. These private citi- 
zens provided the necessary 
financial backing and LSUS 
donated the building/location 
and offered to pick up the 
monthly utility bills; and so 
KDAQ was born. 

KDAQ, located at 89.9 
on the FM dial, is a 100,000- 
watt classical music/NPR 
formatted station. The new 
station manager, Si Sikes, is 
trying to bring more variety 
to KDAQ by not only 
adding jazz music to the play 
list, but bringing more native 
Louisiana music into the mix 
as well. 

With over 100,000 lis- 
teners in the Ark-La-Tex, 


KDAQ and Si Sikes are def- 
initely doing their job well. 
However, their job is not to 
entertain college students. 

LSU Baton Rouge has a 
student run station on their 
campus. Begun in 1915, 
“KSLU” @ 91.1 FM, (in 
Baton Rouge), is a 5,000 
watt station that lists its for- 
mat as “alternative, moderm 
rock, and specialty program- 
ming which includes jazz, 
hip-hop, and dance”. 

The station also offers: 
sports and news on a reguitar 
basis. 

As a 5,000-watt statiom, 
it has a limited broadcast 
range. Likely it cannot be 
heard outside of Baton 
Rouge, and it probably 
comes in faintly to those 
dwelling on the outskirts of 
town. However, the station 
is completely student run, 
from the DJs to the station 
manager and everything m 
between. 

The station is popular 
with both students and gen- 
eral residents of Baton 
Rouge as well. LSU student 
Shamika said, “KSLU prev- 
vides a variety of music tt 
satisfy everybody’s tastess.”

“The phenomenon 
says that 87 percent of the 
students he surveyed in 
1993 admitted to cheating 
on written work, 70 percent 
cheated on a test at least 
once, 49 percent collaborat- 
ed with others on an assign- 
ment, 52 percent copied 
from someone and 26 per- 
cent plagiarized,” said the 
1998 issue of Insight on the 
News Journal.
